BORONER’S JURY HELD INQUEST 


ON RAT GREEK FATALITY 


MeLean Testified That He Did Not Know There Was Poison 
In the Ghocolates---Several Other Witnesses Give 
Evidence 


The verdict of the jury in the Rat 


Creek cage on Saturday was that Miss 
Fortier came to her death by poison 
and that Geo. McLean was a party in 
agsisting to bring it about. 

The inquest was held in Lubbock’s 
undertaking parlors on Saturday af- 
ternoon, and lasted four hours. Mc- 
Lean, quite recovered from the effects 
of the poison he had swallowed, was 
brought up, from the ‘pol'ce court where 
he is being held in custody, and told 
his story. Contrary to the story he 
told Dr. Hislop in the hospital on 
Friday afternoon, he denied any know- 
ledge of how the poigon got into the 
chocolates and says he did not know 
there was poisor in them when he 
took them. 


Dr. Hislop was the first witness ex- 
amined by Dr. Smith. He had held a 


‘post-mortem on the body of the young | 


woman earlier in the afternoon. Hi) 
had found no condition whatever in 
the body that would have caused death 
apart from the contents of the stomach. 
He ‘was not prepared to say what had 
caused death, but advised a chemical 
analysis of the contents of the sto- 
mach.
